THE MUDDLE OF MAN-POWER 


The man-power problem is occupying a good 
deal of attention in the House of Commons, and 
despite all explanations made "by the Minister 
of Labor, there are evidences of muddling and 
delays. Mr. Humphrey Mitchell describes the 
manner in which the problem has been handled 
in the country as “the best that can be devised,” 
In that case there are weaknesses in the govern 
mental, system that urgently for redress 
for the best the Minister of Labor has been able 
to do has left the situation confused and 
inadequate !n bringing about a aolution of a 
problem that has-been urgent for many months 
past 

For instance cording 
the -Labor-Department—the summons to draftees 
Were issued to 750,000 up to January 2 
these, the same figures show 107,000 
are at military training centres, While in Janu- 
ary last the percentage of draftees in training 
to notices sent out was 142, it has now decreased 
to 12.9 per cent. During the past week Mr 
Mitchell issued some new These show 
that since the draft system instituted 
988,475 notices were sent oll and in reply 608,642 
men reported for examination. He attributes 
the deficiency in replies to notices undelivered 
Or misdirected Many 
notices were sent had already

Direct taxa 
tion of newspapers alone had not been revived

"The newspapers in time of war had no quarrel 
with the voluntary censorship, which they ac- 
eepted_ as an inescapable responsibility to be 
ahared with the Ministry of Information 
Licensitig had tome about in a ciirious way 
through the Government control of raw mate- 
rials, -A paper controller, appointed by the Min- 
later of Supply,,told the powerful newspaper in-
